Henry’s great oral ions is that which 
he pronou nced before tiie (‘oiiveation 
which met in St. .loltn’s chinch 
at 
Richmond, 
March 
23, 
1775.* writes 
Lyndon Orr, in Mu nsey’s. 
Already 
the mu ttorings of war were so dis­ 
tinct that Henry, instc'ad of cou <;eal- 
ing the'facts, declared that war was 
even then on foot. 
“We mu st fight!” he said. 
“An ap­ 
peal to arms and to the God of hosts 
is all that is left u s!” 
Cu riou sly enou gh, oven of this,ora­ 
tion there is no au thentic record. Cer­ 
tain 
sentences, 
certain 
stirring 
phrases, were remembered by many 
who were there; bu t the speech as 
we have it is almost su rely a restora­ 
tion by William Wirt, himself an elo­ 
qu ent and brilliant orator. 
He su p­ 
plied the gaps in what his informants 
repeated to him, piecing ou t their 
recollections with his owm vivid fancy. 
Bu t the spirit of Henry tlanies all 
throu gh it, and to Henry may be safe­ 
ly ascribed su ch bu rning sentences as 
these: 
“I have bu t one lamp by which my 
feet are gu ided, and that is the lamp 
fcf experience. 
1 know of no way of 
Ju dging the fu tu re hu t by the past." 
“Three millions of i>eople armed, in 
the holy cau se of liberty, and in su ch 
a cou ntry as that which we possess, 
are invincible by any force wnicb ou r 
enemy ckn send against u s.” 
“Gentlemen may cry peace, peace, 
bu t there is no peace!” 
'■fs life so dear or jieaee so sweet, 
as to be pu rchased at the iu ic(‘ of 
chains and slaveiy? 
Forbid it. Al­ 
mighty God! 
1 know not what cou r.se 
others may take; bu t as for me. give 
me liberty or give me {U*aih!" 
As in the ease of ail orators of tie' 
very first rank, the i>hysicu l i'.iipre;;- 
siu u made by Heniy was as stru ng as 


the intellectu al. 
There exists a de­ 
scription, of his appearance while de­ 
livering 'this last great speech—à de­ 
scription that came from one who 
w’as present at the time. It tells how% 
w'hen Henry rose and claimed the 
floor, there was an “ixiearthly fire 
bu rning in liis eyes. 
He commenced 
somewhat calmly, bu t his smothered 
excitement began more and more to | 
play u pon his featu res and thrill in the j 
tones of his voice. 
The tendons of 
his neck stooff ou t white and rigid 
like whipcords. 
* * * 
Finally, his 
pale face and glaring eyes became 
terrible to look u pon.” The witness of 
the scene who gave this vivid pictu re 
said that he himself “felt sick with 
excitement.” 
When the orator had 
finished his speecli, “it seemed^u s if 
a w'ord from him wou ld have led to 
any wild explosion of violence.
